But where any 
ores Refufai of thet Sacred Ordinance precedes, 
not from an Affected or a Carelefs, bur from a 
Blamelefs, an Invinfible, Ignorance ; inftead of 
Rahhiy Tudgisg, of Imprudendy Condemning him, 
we fhou'd do betret ro ‘eave him to che Mercy of 
thar God, wio may Pardon, where he has not 
Promis'd, may vouchfate Remufion, where he has 
not Oblig’d himie:f ro do ir. Buc Happy thole, 
whom Baptifm Enables to Challenge the Perfor- 
mance 0. 1 Promic. to fay Claim corhe Affurance 
confequen: to an Civigation, But what thall we 
fay of Thole, whom Oottinacy Blinds, whofe Con- 
tempt of thar Heavenly Infticurion ows its Unhap- 
py Rifeto aterverie, to a Retractory Temper. 
Such Men weu'd go to Heaven on their Own 
Terms, expect the Beatiick Vifion on their Own 
Conditions, and wi!l nor allow the Author of their 
Future Happirefs to Propofe the Method of Obtain- 
ing it. 

Perfons as yet Unbaptiz'd may be Mi‘call’d in- 
deed, but not Cali’d Chriftians, fince, as a Chri- 
ftian and a Member of the Church Catholick are 
Equivalent Expreffions, fo the Gofpel acquaints us 
with no other way of becoming {uch a Member, 
than by the Neceflary. the Indifpenfibly Neceffary 
Rite of Baptiim.

The 
word, as thus, LEAST, or thus LEST {pelr, is too 
frequently Promifcuoufly written for both theParti- 
cle, and the Superlative Degree : Bur fo Promif- 
cuous an ulage ef the word, as compos’d of the 
fame Letters, is not {o agreeable to 
Rules of Orthoepeia. And therefore LEST is the 
Particle, and LEAST the Superlative Degree.
